100  —  NORTH  KOOTENAI:  That  portion  of  Lincoln  County  lying  within  the  following  described 
boundary:  Beginning  where  the  Kootenai  River  meets  the  Idaho  State  Line,  thence  northerly  along 
said  state  line  to  the  Canadian  Border,  thence  easterly  along  said  border  to  the  east  shore  of  Lake 
Koocanusa  (Kootenai  River),  thence  southerly  along  said  shore  to  Libby  Dam  and  the  east  shore  of 
the  Kootenai  River,  thence  southerly  and  westerly  along  that  shore  of  the  Kootenai  River  to  the  Idaho 
State  Line,  the  point  of  beginning.
